When the communication was read 
before the council last night, it occa­ 
sioned no little surprise, none of the 
aldermen knowing that such a com­ 
munication had been framed and af­ 
ter the city clerk had finished the do­ 
cument, consisting of several pages 
of closely typewritten 
matter, 
ex­ 
pressions of astonishment were plain­ 
ly visible on the faces of most of 
the aldermen. 
Charge Forgery. 
The communication closed by ask­ 
ing the council why it had not ap- 
i Anted a committee to investigate 
the charges which certain members of 
its honorable bondy had made.

went farther and asked why the al­ 


dermen who had made the charges 
and sent several communications to 
the members of the board to which 
they had forged signatures of Bird 
sympathizers should not be asked to 
serve on this committee and substan­ 
tiate the charges.
